PRINCE RUPERT, B.C., Aug. 2! 
~—Indians of Kitwancool Valley, | 
near Kitwanga, are showing signs | 
of hostility to tourists visiting ‘he 
district. according to reports receiv- 
ed here. Mr. and Mrs. Donald 
Crerar, of Prince Rupert, were turn- 
ed back by the Indians wher they 
attempted to pass from Kitwanga 
to the Naas river. 

Authorities state they have had 
more difficulty in recent years with / 
the Kitwanga Indians than with any 
ether northern band. It is claimed 
that they have made repeated 
threats against settlers and succeed- 
ed in driving several whites who in- i 
tended to take up land from the 
district. 

When the census was being taken 
three years ago the Indians drove 
enumerators from their villages and 
refused to give details required. 

It is understood that an effort 
will be made to have the Royal 
Mounted Police sent to the reserva- 
tion.
